MONDAY POPULAR CONCERTS. 
Madame Arabella Goddard has now replaced M. Halle 
at the pianoforte ; playing, on her first appearance, Men- 
delssohn's solo sonata, which is ever welcome, not only on 
account of its own intrinsic merits, but as an instance of 
the wonderful creative power which its composer, a mere 
boy when it was written, dared to throw into a form which 
Beethoven had already developed to an extent previously 
nnthought of. At the second concert at which Madame 
Goddard performed, she created quite an effect in 
Weber's sonata in C major, taking the last movement 
(well known to agile amateur pianists as the " moto 
continuo ") at a speed which only her wonderful executive 
powers could justify. Her performance of Woelfl's sonata 
«' Ne plus ultra," with the variations on " Life let us 
cherish," (which she introduced on her third appearance) 
is too well known to need comment. It has been often 
played and often applauded at these concerts ; and is, 
we presume, looked for as an annual. M. Lotto has held 
the place of first violin during the month, and has evi- 
dently established himself in the favour of the audience. 
His best performances have been in Beethoven's qnartett 
in A, No. 5, Op. 18; and in Dussek's sonata in B flat 
(No. 1, Op. 09) for pianoforte and violin, with Madame 
Goddard. We confess to have had enough of his 
favorite solo " La trille du diable," which has been twice 
played, and must, therefore, have fully satisfied those 
Taitini lovers for whom we presume it has been repeated. 
The vocal music seems chosen with little care ; and, in- 
deed, the effect to the audience is that each singer sings 
what he or she may like best. In concerts which have 
done so much for the spread of good music, we should be 
glad to see not only a judicious power exercised in select- 
ing the compositions to he performed, but a programme 
properly balanced and duly considered in all its 
proportions. 



THE MOTETT CHOIR. 
The prospectus for the present season has been issued, 
and the operations of the Choir opened by a concert on 
the 22nd ult. If the programme of that evening may be 
taken as a specimen of the present design of the Choir, it 
appears that modern anthems by Goss, E. J. Hopkins, 
El vey, &c. , obtain a hearing, as well as the severer school 
of Palestrina. However clever and really fine the latter 
may be, it is not possible that a Society could be supported 
for the exclusive performance of that music. The past 
history of the Choir shews this. In our opinion they will 
be doing a better work in art, by combining with the 
founders of church music, those that have made use of 
their predecessors* experience, and have adapted to that 
experience the increased powers of melody and harmony 
of modem times. We owe everything to the old contra- 
puntists, as much as painters owe to the predecessors of 
Raphael, or poets to Chaucer and Spenser. We can best 
show our obligation to them by exhibiting, in contrast, 
what they did, and what has been done by their legitimate 
successors in art. This, in fact, seems to have been the 
design of the programme of the first concert of the Motett 
Choir. The first part consisted of a Mass in C for six 
voices, by Palestrina ; Christmas Carols, and Anthems by 



Vittoria and Croce, as well as by Goss, Hopkins, and 
Elvey, formed the second part. The choir was somewhat 
unsteady in the first part of the Mass, the close imitations 
and unaccustomed harmonies rendering the music very 
difficult. On the whole, however, the performance was 
very creditable, and showed that great pains and care 
had been taken by the Honorary Precentor, the Rev. T. 
Helmore. 



Miss Agnes Zimmermann, a young pianist from the 
Royal Academy of Music, made a most successful ap- 
pearance at a concert at the Crystal Palace during the last 
month. In the Andante and Rondo of Beethoven's con- 
certo in E flat, she fully proved that she had been 
educated in a good school, and she was warmly and de- 
servedly applauded throughout the performance. 

At a meeting of the committee of the Birmingham 
Musical Festival, held last week, it was resolved that the 
next triennial celebration shall take place on Tuesday, 
the 6th of September, and three following days, in the 
forthcoming year, and that Mr. Costa be appointed con- 
ductor of the festival. 

Thalbero gave his farewell concert, at Richmond, on 
Saturday, the 19th ult., and left on Monday for Naples. 
It is said that the provincial tours of 1862 and 1863, in 
England, Ireland, and Scotland, have yielded a net profit 
of some eight or ten thousand pounds. 

We learn with much satisfaction that the late Signor 
Begrez, formerly well known as a vocalist at the Opera, 
has bequeathed the munificent sum of £1000 to that 
excellent charity the Royal Society of Musicians, with 
the earnest desire that it shall form the nucleus of a fund 
for the foundation of a college for poor and decayed 
members of the profession, similar to the Royal Dramatic 
College. 

We have received a neat little tablet, published by 
John Towers, of Manchester, the object of which is to 
facilitate the learning of the signatures of each major and 
minor key, We remember to have bought precisely the 
same thing in London some years ago, which had the 
name of Armin Fruh, Dresden, upon it; but being good 
for the purpose intended, it is none the worse for not 
being new.

Oxford,— The Annual Choral Festival in aid of the 
Choir Benevolent Fund, took place in the Cathedral 
of this city on Wednesday evening, the 2nd ult. After 
the ordinary morning service — during which Dr. Corfe 
presided at the organ — a number of anthems were sung 
by the choir, amongst which were J. Clark's "I will love 
thee," the tenor and bass solos of which were admirably 
delivered by Messrs. Dyson and Lambert, of the Chapel 
Boyal, Windsor; Purcell's "0 God, thou hast cast us 
out," and Mendelssohn's anthem from the 2nd Psalm, 
" Why rage furiously the heathen ?" Mr. Goss'santhem, 
" The Wilderness," concluded the performance, and 
here the excellent singing of Mr. Lambert in the opening 
solo, of Mr. Dyson in the recit. and verse, " Then shall 
the eyes of the blind," and of Mr. Adams in the alto part, 
must be especially mentioned. During this performance 
Dr. Corfe conducted the choir, and the post of organist 
was divided between the Rev. Sir F. Ouseley, and 
Mr. Stainer, organist of Magdalen College. A secular 
concert took place in the evening in the hall of Christ 
Church, which was very well attended, and we have 
every reason to hope that the funds of the excellent 
charity in aid of which the performance was given, will 
be very materially increased. 

Ryde (Isle of Wight).— The Ryde Sacred Musical

late Mr. Fielder, who was unfortunately drowned in 
Southampton Waters, having been run down by the

selections from the Messiah, Jephtha, Judas Maccabceus, 
Solomon, and the Creation, interspersed with numerous 
soprano and other solos, duets, trios, quartetts, &c. The 
society has been reinforced by several valuable members 
since their last essay, and the performance was consequently 
much better. Miss L. J. Gardner (a pupil of the pianist) 
made her debut, and was well received, as was Miss 
Harding, a talented soprano from the Catholic Chapel, 
Newport.

Salter presided at the piano. 

Salway House, Leyton. — A musical entertainment 
was given in connection with the Literary and Philo- 
sophical Society, on Monday, the 7th ult.
